dient to apply for an act of incorporation. Accordingly, in 1772, a char- 
ter was granted to it by the colonial government. The war of the revo- 
lution, however, which soon afler occurred, interfered with these pleasing* 
prospects ; the city fell into the possession of the enemy ; the effect on 
all our public institutions was more or less disastrous, and to the library 
nearly fatal. 

An interval of no less than fourteen years, (of which it possesses no 
record whatever,) here occurs in the history of the society. At length it 
appears from the minutes, that *' the accidents of the late war having 
nearly destroyed the former library, no meeting of the jM'oprietors for the 
choice of trustees was held from the last Tuesday in April, 1774, until 
Saturday, the 21st December, 1788, when a meeting was summooed." 

In 1789, the original charter, with all its privileges, was revived by the 
legislature of this state ; the surviving members resumed the payment of 
their annual dues, an accession of new subscribers was obtained, and the 
society, undeterred by the loss of its books, commenced almost a new 
collection. 

In 1793, a plot of ground was purchased in Nassau-street, upon which 
a building was erected of considerable size, and possessing some archi- 
tectural pretensions, to which, upon its completion, m 1793, the library was 
removed. 

In 1802, the trustees finding the annual payment on the shares inade- 
quate to the expenses of the library, obtained the authority of the legbla- 
ture to raise them from ten to twenty shillings. 

In 1813, the first catalogue of any consequence was published. By 
this it appears ^at the collection then -comprised about tjiirteen thousand 
volumes. At the same time the price of shares, which had been gradu- 
ally increased from the original subscription of five pounds, was fiixed at 
forty dollars. 

In 1819, the annual payments were again advanced and fixed at four 
dollars. 

In 1825, a supplement to the catalogue of 1813, was published, showine 
a still further increase in the numbei of volumes, which then amounted 
to about sixteen thousand. 

It was now considered expedient, in order to extend the benefits of the 
library as far as possible consistently with its safety, to reduce the price 
of shares to twenty-five dollars. 

In 1 828, a rigid economy was introduced into the expenditures of the 
library, the salary of the librarian was reduced, and great vigilance was- 
used in the collection of the annual dues. By these means the trustees 
were soon enabled to increase the collection by a more liberal purchase of 
domestic publications, and by valuable importations from abroad. 

The sale of shares has been gradually increasing for several years ; the 
present number is four hundred and eighty. 

The number of volumes now in the library is about twenty-five thou- 
sand. 

In 1836, the trustees sold the property in Nassau-street, on very ad- 
vantageous terms, and purchased a lot in Broadway, where they contem- 
plate the erection of an edifice for the library. 

The present location in Chambers-street^ which has been hired fi-om 
the General Society of Mechanics and Tradesmen, is used as a temporary 
accommodation for the library.

Whereas a public library would be very useful, as well as ornamen- 
tal to this city, and may be also advantageous to our intended college, 
we, whose names are hereunto subscribed, in order to promote the de- 
sign of erecting one in this city, do promise to pay five pounds, Netih York 
currency, each, on the first day of May next ensuing the date hereof; 
and ten shillings yearly, each, on every first day of May, for ever here- 
after, to twelve trustees, to be chosen by the majority of us, or our assigns^ 
annually out of the number of subscribers hereto, or their assigns ; for 
which purpose we agree to meet constantly on the last Tuesday in April, 
in every year ensuing the date hereof, at the Exchange, in Broad-street, 
in this city, between the hours of eleven and twelve ; which trustees, or 
the majority of them, are hereby empowered to dispose of the said money 
in purchasing such books as they shall think proper from time to time, 
and in procuring a house or room to deposit them in ; to appoint a libra- 
ry keeper, and allow him a proper salary for his care and attendance of 
the said library ; to regulate the terms on which the books belonging to 
the said library shall be lent, (those who are not subscribers being to pay 
such rates for the loan of books as the trustees shall appoint,) and to do 
every thing they shall judge nqcessary to erect, pi-eserve, ornament and 
improve the said library, which they are to keep under the following re- 
gulations. 

1st. £very subscriber, or his assigns, shall have a right to take out one 
book at a time, depositing in cash, at least one third more than the value 
of it, with the library keeper, and to keep it for so long a time as the 
trustees, for the time being, shall appoint, to be proportioned as nearly as 
possible to the bulk of the volume ; and in case he shall keep it longer, 
to pay for the use of the said book, after the expiration of the said time, 
according to the rates (to be settled by the trustees) to be paid by those 
who shall not be subscribers thereto. For this purpose, the books shall 
be valued by the trustees, and a catalogue of them, with the price of each 
book, be made and left in the hands of the library keeper. 

lldly. Every subscriber may alienate or bequeath his right, as of any 
other chattel. 

1 1 Idly. No person shall have above one vote, though he should sub- 
scribe more than is above mentioned, or purchase several rights. 

IVthly. Paitof a subscription right shall not be regarded, nor entitle 
its owner to any pri\dleges whatsoever. 

Vihly. Every subsciiber who refuses to pay the ten shillings yearly, 
shall forfeit his right and privileges in the said library ; but if he, or any 
other in his name, pay ihe arrears with lawful interest from the severed 
times of their becoming due, he or they shall be as fully restored to them 
upon such payment, as if such forfeiture had not been incurred.

quent in this particular. 

Xlllthly. That the trustees, for the time being, shall make such further 
rules and orders, for the better support of the said library, as to them, or 
the majority of them, shall seem meet ; which rules and orders to be made 
by them, shall be subject to the confirmation or repeal of the subscribers 
hereto, or their assigns, at each annual meeting aforesaid.

ae^^L "To remove Doubts respecting the Charter granted io the Mem* 
bers of The New- York Society Library. — Passed the ISih 
February, 1789, 

Whereas the operation of the charier granted to the mem- 
bers of The New-York Society Library, incorporating them by 
the name of The Trustees of the New- York Society Library^ 
bearing date the ninth day of November, in the year of our 
Lord one thousand seven hundred and seventy-two, was sus- 
pended during the war lately waged by the King of Great Bri- 
tain against the United States of America : In order, therefore, 
io remove doubts respecting the said corporation. 

Be it enacted by Hie people of the state of New- York, repre- 
tented in senate and assetnbly, and it is hereby enacted by the au- 
thority of the same. That the said charter, and all and singular 
tlie estates, rights, powers, authorities, liberties, privileges, 
franchises and immunities thereby granted, and which the said 
corporation and the members thereof did, or might lawfully 
hold, exercise and enjoy, on the nineteenth day of April, in the 
year one thousand seven hundred and seventy-five, by virtue of 
the said charter, shall be, continue and endure in full force, 
virtue and efficacy, to all intents, constructions and purposes in 
the law whatsoever, notwithstanding any non-user or mis-user 
thereof, or any part thereof, between the eighteenth day of 
April, in the year one thousand seven hundred and seventy-five, 
and the day of the passing of this act ; and that the members of 
the said corporation, and their legal representatives under the 
eaid charter, and each of them, shall have, hold and enjoy, and 
be fully able and capable in the law to exercise all and singular 
the rights, powers and authorities to them belonging, by virtue 
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or in consequence of the said charter, although the yearly sums 
which ought to have been paid by them, or any of them, accord- 
ing to the said charter, may be in arrear and unpaid ; and all 
such yearly payments and sums as have become due and paya- 
ble, and now remain in arreai* and unpaid, are hereby remiu^d 
to the members of the said corporation ; and that Robert R.

year thereaner, to demand and receive from the members of 
the said society, a sum not exceeding two dollars and fifty cents 
for each and every right or share in the said library ; and in 
case any of the said yearly sums of two dollars and fifty cents 
shall at any time thereafter be in arrear or unpaid, fur thirty 
days next after any of the days on which the same ought to 
have been paid, then the person or persons from whom the same 
shall be due, shall bo subject to the like forfeiture of their rights 
and privileges in the said library, as is mentioned and provided 
in the charter of the said society.

7b enable the Trusteee of the New- York Society Library to 
increase the Yearly Sume foyahle on the Shares of the eaid lA* 
hrary.

Be it enacted by the people of the state of New- York, represented 
in senate and assembly. That it shall and may be lawful for the 
truBtees of Tie New- York Society Library, in the city of New- 
York, for the time being, on die first Tuesday of May next, 
and yearly, on the first Tuesday of May, in every year thereaf- 
ter, to demand and receive from the members of the said society 
die sum of one dollar and fifty cents, in addition to the sum of 
two dollars and fifty cents, which they are now authorized by 
law to demand and receive for each and every right and share 
in the said library, making together the yearly sum of four 
dollars ; and in case any of the yearly sums of four dollars shall 
at any time thereafter be in arrear and unpaid for thirty days 
next after any of the days on which the same ought to have been 
paid, then the person or persons from whom the same shall be 
due, shall be subject to the like forfeiture of his, her or their 
rights and privileges in the said library, as is mentioned and 
provided in the charter of the said society.

Olr TfiE ELECTION OF TRUSTEES AND OFFICERA^- ^ <«<ii«*» 

1. On the last Tuesday of April, in every year, an election shall be 
held at the library room, for twelve trustees, at which election, three 
inspectors, to be appointed by the trustees, or such of them as may attend, 
ahail preside ; but m case neither of the inspectors so appointed shall 
attend, then tlie members convened shall appoint any two m their num- 
ber to act as inspectors, and preside at such election. 

8. That the poU of the said election for trustees, shall be opened at 
12 o'cloclf: at noon, and be closed at 2 o'clock in the afternoon of the same 
day ; and every member who shall vote at such election, shall deliver to 
the inspectors a ballot containing the names of the twelve persons as trus- 
tees ; and the inspectors shall deposit all the ballots so delivered to them, 
unopened, in a box, and shall insert the names of the persons so voting, 
in a poll4istf to be kept by them for that purpose ; and as soon as the 
jfoU of the said election shall be closed, the inspectors shall open and 
count the said ballots, and shall openly declare the names of the twelve 
persons who shall be found to be elected by a majority of all the votes 
given, and shall deliver a certificate theieof, under their hands, to the 
secretary, to be by him laid before 'the trustees, at their next meeting. 

3. At the first stated and legal meeting of the trustees, after every an- 
nual election, the trustees, or a majority of them, so met, shall appoint 
one trtOiureTt one secretary, and one librarian ; but no peiBon shall be 
eligible to the office of tteatwrer or secretary, unless he be a member of thk 
coirporation. 
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4. No person under the age of twenty-one years, or wbo is not a mem^ 
ber of this corporation, shall be eligible to the office of trustee. 

5. No member of this corporation shall vote at any election of trustees, 
unless he shall have received a certificate of his membership, under thf» 
seal of the corporation, signed by the secretary, and countersigned by the 
treasurer, nor unless he shall have paid and discharged all arrears and 
dues to the society ; nor shall any member vote by proxy, nor in any case 
have more than one vote. 

[Extracts from the Charter.\ 

[** On the last Tuesday in April, in every year, the members for the time 
being, of our said corporadon, shall meet at, &;g., or at some other con- 
venient place in our said city of New- York, to be fixed and ascertained 
iyy some of the by-laws or regulations of our said corporation, and there, 
by the majority of such of them as shall so meet, shall, by ballot, elect 
^nd choose twelve of their members to be trustees of the said library and 
coxporatibn for the year ensuing, who shall immediately enter upon their. 
said offices, and hold, exercise and enjoy the same, from the time of sucb.

lecting to act, within thirty days ailer such contingency : hereby giving 
and granting, that such person or persons as shall be so chosen and ap- 
pointed, from time to time, by the majority of the surviving trustees for 
the time being of our said corporation, shall have, hold, exercise and enjoy 
the said offices, from the time of such election and appointment, until the 
last Tuesday of April then next ensuing, and until other or others be le^ 
gaily chosen in his or their place or stead, as fully and amply as the per- 
son or persons in whose place he or they shall be chosen, could or might 
have done, by virtue of these presents.

CHAPTER II. 

OF THE TRUSTEEfl. 

1. A meeting of the trustees shall be statedly held at the libraiy room, 
on the first W^nesday in May, August, November, February and Aprils 
in each year, at seven o'clock in the afitemoon.*

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[Extracts from the Charter,] 

[** Any one of the trustees, for the time being, shall and may, from time 
to time, as occasion may require, summon and call together, at such times 
and places in our said city of New- York, as they sheJl respectively think 
proper, the trustees of the said library and corporation, for the time being, 
giving them at least one day's notice thereof; and v^e do hereby require 
them to meet accordingly :*'] 

[" And give, grant, and ordain, that seven or more of the said trustees, 
being so convened together, shall for ever hereafter be a legal meeting 
of the said corporation :"] 

{" And they or the major part of them so met, shall have full power and 
authority to adjourn from aay to day, or for any other time, as the busi- 
,nees of our said corporation may require, &^c"] 

2, At the next stated meeting, afler each annual election of trustees, 
they, or a majority of them present, shall appoint a committee of three 
^stees, to be styled the library committee, whose duty it shall be to in- 
spect the state of the library, from time to time, to purchase books for the 
liorary, to sell and dispose of such books as are worn out or defaced, to 
cause such of the books as require it to be repaired, and to take the gene- 
ral care and superintendence of the library ; which committee shall make 
a report in writing of their proceedings to the trustees at every stated 
meeting. 

3. At the stated meeting in February, in each year, a committee shall 
be appointed to audit the accounts of the society, to make an in- 
ventory of all the redl and personal estate belonging to the corporation, 
and a general statement of the accounts and funds of the corporation, and 
whose duty it shall be, to report the same in writing to the next stated 
meeting of the trustees thereafter. 



CHAPTER III, 

OF THE ADMISSION AND PRIVILEGES OF MEMBERS. 

1. Every person who shall pay to the secretary, for the time being,ybr- 
4y doVars,^ for the use of the society, may, with the approbation of the 
trustees, or a majority of them, be admitted a member of this corporation ; 
and shall be entitled to receive from the secretary a certificate of such ad- 
mission, under the seal of the corporation, signed by the secretary, and, 
countersigned by the treasurer. 

2. Every person who shall have paid such sum oi forty dollars, and 
been admitted as aforesaid, shall be entitled to one share in the property 
of this corporation ; and for every additional sum o£ forty dollats, to one 
other share ; and for each share a certificate, under the seal of the corpo- 
ration, signed by the secretary and countersigned by the treasurer, shall 
■be delivered to the person so entitled to the same. 

3. Every person claiming a right or share in the said library, by pur-

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chase or gift from any member, or from his or her executors or adminis- 
trators, shall not be entitled to take any book out of the library, or to vote 
for trustees until he or she shall have delivered up the certificate of the 
share so purchased or acquired, or otherwise proved his or her title before 
the treasurer of the said library for the time being ; and shall have re- 
ceived from the secretary a certificate of his or her admission, as a mem- 
ber of this corporation, as mentioned in the first section, and which cer- 
tificate shall state the admission to be by virtue of such purchase, gift or 
devise, as the case may be, from some other member. 

[Extracts from the Charter, ^ 

[" It shall and may be lawful to and for each and every of the members 
for the time being of our said corporation, his and their executors, ad- 
ministrators and assigns, to give, sell, alien, assign, devise, or dispose of 
their respective rights in the said library ; and that their respective assigns 
shall be members of our said corporation, and be entitled to all and every 
the same rights in the said library, and in our said corporation, as the 
members hereby made are entitled to, by virtue of these presents. Fro» 
vided always, that a part of a risht in the said library, shall not entitle 
the proprietor or owner thereof to any privilege whatever in the said 
Hbrary.*'] 

[" That at any and every such legal meeting of any seven or more of 
the trustees for the time being of the said library, it shall and may be 
lawful for them, or the major part of them so met as aforesaid, to elect 
and choose, by the majority of their voices, and in such manner and form, 
and upon such terms and conditions as shall be directed, ordained and 
established for that purpose, by any of the said by-laws, statutes, consti- 
tutions or ordinances of the said corporation ; and admit under the com- 
mon seal of our said corporation, such and so many persons to be mem- 
bers of our said corporation, as they shall think beneficial to the said 
library."] 

4. Each member shall, on the first Tuesday in May, in every year, 
pay to the treasurer for the time being of this corporation, the sum of 
two dollars and fifty cents, (four dollars,*) for each share held by such 
member, for^the use of the library. 

[Extract Jrom the Charter.] 

["And in case any of the said yearly sums" (ofjour dollars) '* shall at 
any time or limes hereafter, be in arrear and unpaid, by the space of thirty 
days next after any of the days on which the same ought to be paid, that 
then the person or persons from whom the same shall be due and pay- 
able, shall thenceforth forfeit and be utterly excluded from all his or tlieir 
rights and privileges in and to the said library and corporation ; but shall 
at any time, within five years thereafter, upon payment of all the arrears 
due to the time of payment, be restored to his and their respective rights 
and privileges in the said library and corporation, as if no such forfeiture 
had happened."]

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CHAPTER IV. 

OF THE TRBABURER. 

1. The treastirer shall hold his office until the first Tuesday in May 
next after the time of his election, and until another treasurer has been 
appointed in his stead. 

2. He shall recisive and safely keep all the money, books of account, 
bonds, securities, and title deeds belonging to this corporation. 

3. He shall pay no moneys, unless by virtue of an order of the trus- 
tees, or an order £rom the library committee. 

4. He shall render an account of all moneys received and expended^ 
and a general statement of the funds of the society, at least once in every 
yettr, and whenever else the trustees shall direct. 



CHAPTER V. 

OF THE SECRETARY. 

1. The secretary shall hold his office on the same terms as the treasurer. 

2. He shall attend all meetings of the trustees, and keep regular 
minutes of their proceedings, and enter the same in a book, to be pro- 
vided for that purpose ; which book shall be produced and laid before the 
trustees at every meeting. 

3. He shall cause a notice in writing to be given to each of the trus- 
tees, of every meeting. 

4. He shall cause notice of every election of trustees to be published in' 
two newspapers printed in the city of New- York, two weeks, at least, 
previous to every such election, and shall also affix such notice to the 
outer door of the library room. 

5. He shall keep the seal of this corporation, but shall not affix the 
same to any instrument, (except certificates of the admission of members,) 
without the special direction of the trustees. 

6. He shall cause all the by-laws, ordinances and regulations of this 
corporation to be entered in a book, to be provided for that purpose, and 
shall keep the same for the use of the society, and shall lay the same be- 
fore the trustees, at every meeting. 



CHAPTER VI. 

OF THE LIBRARIAN. 

1. The librarian shall hold his office at the pleasure of the trustees. 

2. He shall register, in a book, to be provided for that purpose, and 
kept in the library, the names of every member of this corporation, the 
number of shares to which he or she is entitled, the time at which he or 
she became so entitled to such share or shares respectively, and whether 
by purchase or gift from any other member, or from his executors or 
administrators, and the name of such member. And no book or books 
shall be delivered to any member, until his name shall have been so en* 
tered in such register. 

3. He shall cause to be written' or stamped on 4be title page of eacK 

D 
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volume of every work belonging to the library, the words : " The property 
of the New- York Society Library J** 

4. He shall attend the library from 10 o'clock in the forenoon, to 2 
o'clock in the afternoon of every day,* except Sunday, the fourth day of 
July, the twenty-fifth day of November, the twenty-f&Ui day of Decem- 
ber, and the first day of January, or other holy-days ordered to be ob- 
served by public authority. 

5. He shall enter in a book, to be kept for that purpose, every book 
delivered by him, the name of the person to whom it is delivered, the time 
of taking and returning the same, and the forfeitures arising from every 
default 

6. He shall deliver out books to persons entitled to receive them, in 
the manner and under the directions hereinafter mentioned. 

7. He shall keep a full and accurate catalogue of all the books belong- 
ing to the society, and shall enter in such a catalogue the title of all books 
which may from time to time be added to the library. 

8. He shall collect the annual payments from the members, as soon as 
may be, after they become due, and all forfeitures incurred by persons 

, receiving books from the library, and shall account for the same to the 
treasurer. 

9. He shall from time to time report to the trustees, the names of 
members who shall neglect or refuse to make the annual payment required 
of them, or who have lost or damaged any book belonging to the library. 

10. He shall suffer no person, except the trustees, without his permis- 
sion, to take any book out of its place in the library. 

11. He shall replace the books in their proper places on the shelves, 
as soon as may be after they are returned, having first carefully examined 
them, to asceitain whether they have been injured or defaced. 

12. He shall take care to have the books and the library room kept in 
the neatest and best order, and shall duly observe the directions which 
mav be given from time to time for that purpose, by the library committee ; 
and shall see that the regulations of the trustees relative to the loaning of 
books are strictly observed. 

CHAPTER VII. 

OF TUE LOANING OF BOOKS. 

1. Every member who shall not be indebted to this society, and who 
shall have received his certificate, shall, for eveiy share owned by him, be 
entitled to receive from the librarian, during the hours of his attendance 
at the library for that purpose, either one folio, one quarto, one octavo, 
or one duodecimo ; but if the work be in octavo or duodecimo, and con- 
sist of more than one volume, relative to the same subject, then he may 
take out the whole set, if it consist of no more than three octavos or six 
duodecimos : but he shall not be allowed to detain the set, or part of a set, 
for a longer time than is allowed for a single volume. 

2. Every member residing within ten miles of the city-hall of the city 
of New- York, may detain the volume or volumes so delivered as afore- 
said, if it be a folio, six weeks, a quarto three weeks, an octavo two 
weeks, a duodecimo,' or volume of less size, or a pamphlet, one week.

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3. Every member residing more than ten miles from the said city-hall, 
may detain a book one week longer than the times above mentioned 
respectively. 

4. When a book is returned, it may again be taken out by the same 
person, unless another member has, in the mean time, applied to the li- 
Drarian for the same book. 

5. Any member who shall detain a book longer than the times above 
limited respectively, shall forfeit and pay to the librarian, for every day 
such book shall be detained beyond the time above limited, if the book 
be a folio, four cents, if a quarto, three cents, if an octavo, or book of 
smaller size, or a pamphlet, two cents. 

6. If any member loses or damages a book, he shall make eood the 
same to the library ; and if the book lost or injured be one of a set, he 
shall pay to the librarian, for the use of the society, the value of an en- 
tire set, and may thereupon receive for himself the residue of the old set. 

7. No person shall be permitted to receive a book from the library 
until he shall have paid^all suras and forfeitures due from him to the so- 
ciety, and have made good all damages and losses occasioned by him as 
aforesaid. 

8. The librarian may let out books to persons, not being members of 
this corporation, on the following terms, viz : 

(1.) The person receiving such books shall, at the time, deposit with the 
librarian a sum of money equal to double the value of the book or 
books delivered to him ; and if such book belong to a set, then double 
the value of such set. 

(2.) Such person may detain a book for the same space of time as if he 
were a member residing within ten miles of the city-hall of the city of 
New- York. 

(3.) If the book shall be detained more than one month beyond such time, 
or if it shall be injured, then the deposit so made shall be forfeited, 
and the book detained, and the residue of the set, if it belong to a set, 
shall become the property of the person who made the deposit. 

(4.) Every person, not a member, who shall receive books from the li- 
brary, shall pay to the librarian, for the use of the society, to be de- 
ducted from his deposit, for every folio, seventy-five cents, for every 
quarto, ^^^y cents, for every octavo, or book of less size, twenty-five cents, 
for each week such book shall be detained, and at least, those sums 
respectively, although the book may be returned within one week. 

9. If a member, and a person who is not a member, should apply for 
the same book, at the same time, the member shall have the preference. 

10. A member, besides the books he may be entitled to, as member, 
may take as many as he may think fit, on the same terms as persons who 
are not members.
